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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the remarks filed December 27, 2006. 

Applicant argues that the finality of the previous Office Action was premature and 
that the examiner did not address several of Applicant's arguments. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees and maintains the finality of the previous 
Office Action for the reasons of record and the comments set forth below. 

Johnson relies upon a provisional application which was filed June 26, 2000. In 
this provisional application Johnson discloses combining PRB with iron oxides and 
burning this mixture in a furnace. The Johnson patent also discloses this information. 
Therefore, the Johnson patent is prior art because the provisional application provides 
for support for the procedure of mixing PRB with iron oxides and burning the mixture. 
This is the same procedure that is set forth in Applicant's claims. It should be noted that 
the examiner did address this issue in the FINAL Office Action. 

With respect to Buecker not being prior art. Applicant claims priority back to 
January 1 1 , 2001 . Buecker was published during November 2000, which is at least 1 
month and 1 1 days earlier than Applicant's priority date. Thus, Buecker is prior art. 

With respect to Johnson teaching the addition of zinc as a fluxing agent, 
Applicant's process steps do not exclude the addition of a fluxing agent. The claims, as 
written, merely exclude the simultaneous addition of the fluxing agent with the iron 
compound.
